Births  -  91  live  births  (42  males  and  49  females)  were  registered 
during  the  year.  The  birth  rate  of  14.9  per  1 ,000  compared  with  a  rate 
of  17.3  per  1,000  in  1970. 

Stillbirths  -  There  were  two  stillbirths  during  the  year.  The 
stillbirth  rate  per  1 ,000  total  live  and  stillbirths  is  22. 

The  total  number  of  live  and  stillbirths  during  the  year  was  93* 

Deaths  -  72  deaths  (43  males  and  29  females)  were  registered  during 
the  year.  The  death  rate  of  13*5  per  1,000  compared  with  a  death  rate  of 
14.5  per  1 ,000  in  1970. 

Infantile  Mortality  -  2  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age 
occurred  compared  with  5  in  1970,  giving  a  rate  of  24  per  1,000.

Hospital  Facilities  -  For  general  cases  the  main  hospitals  used  are 
the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary  of  the  Preston  and  Chorley  Hospital  Management 
Committee  and  the  Blackpool  Victoria,  We sham  Park  and  Lytham  St.  Annes, 
Hospitals  of  the  Blackpool  and  Fylde  Hospital  Management  Committee. 
Infectious  diseases  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Devonshire  Road  Hospital 
Blackpool  and  Deepdale  Hospital,  Preston  excepting  in  the  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  and  Smallpox.  Main  provision  for  cases  of  Tuberculosis  is  at 
Devonshire  Road  Hospital,  Accommodation  for  Smallpox  is  provided  by  the 
Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board  at  the  Ainsworth  Smallpox  Hospital, 
near  Bury. 

Ambulance  Facilities  -  The  Ambulance  Service  is  administered  by  the 
Lancashire  County  Council.  The  needs  of  the  district  are  met  by  vehicles 
operating  through  the  County's  radio  scheme. 

Laboratory  Facilities  -  Bacteriological  examinations  of  specimens 
are  carried  out  in  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  attached  to  Preston 
Royal  Infirmary. 

Professional  Nursirg  in  the  Home  -  General  nursing  cases  and 
confinements  are  attended  by  District  Nurses  and  Midwives  of  the 
Lancashire  County  Council.

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TUBERCULOSIS 


A  tuberculosis  service  is  provided  in  its  various  aspects  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board,  the  Lancashire  County  Council  and  District 
Councils.  The  Hospital  Board  is  reponsiblo  mainly  for  treatment,  the 
County  Council  for  prevention,  care  and  after  care,  and  the  Public  Health 
Authority  also  for  prevention.  A  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  is 
provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  and  the  Hospital  and  Chest 
Committee. 

In  1971  there  were  no  new  cases  notified  and  no  deaths  reported 
from  the  disease.

M'lVIRONlIENTAL  HYGIENE  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


Drainage  and  Sewerage  of  the  District  -  The  main  watercourse  draining 
the  district  is  Wrongway  Brook,  Carr  Brook,  Dow  Brook.  Wrongway  Brook 
enters  the  Urban  District  in  the  north  west  from  the  Fylde  Rural  District 
and  flows  in  a  general  south  east  direction  across  the  Urban  District 
(leaving  the  district  as  Dow  Brook).  A  second  watercourse  rising  in  the 
south  of  the  district  on  the  former  RoA.F.  camp  site  and  flowing  north 
via  the  Orders  Lane  culvert  joins  Wrongway  Brook  to  form  Carr  Brook, 
on  reaching  the  district  boundary  it  is  joined  by  Spon  Brook  and  is 
known  as  Dow  Brook  on  the  south  eastern  boundary  of  the  district. 

During  the  year  work  commenced  on  Phases  I  and  II  of  the  Fylde 
Rural  and  Kirkham  Urban  District  Joint  Sewerage  Scheme.  The  estimated 
cost  of  these  two  phases  of  the  scheme  to  the  Kirkham  Urban  District 
Council  is  £3^-3 , 520. 00. 

The  scheme  provides  a  new  Trunk  Sewer  with  Rising  Mains  and  Pumping- 
Stations  conveying  sewage  from  Kirkham  and  the  adjoining  south  Fylde  Villages 
to  the  Preston  Corporation  Disposal  Works  at  Clifton  Marsh  replacing  the 
Joint  Trunk  Sower  and  settlement  works  of  the  Kirkham  and  We sham  Joint 
Sewerage  Committee. 

With  the  completion  of  Phases  I  and  II  the  majority  of  properties  on 
Blackpool  Road  previously  on  septic  tanks  will  be  brought  onto  the  main 
sower,  and  the  re-construction  of  the  Wrongway  Brook  Culvert  will  eliminate 
periodic  flooding  at  Milbanke  Avenue  and  The  Coppice. 

A  third  phase  calls  for  the  provision  of  separate  surface  water  sewers 
and  the  replacement  of  some  of  the  existing  foul  sowers  within  the  Urban 
District.  This  is  perhaps  the  most  important  part  of  the  scheme  providing 
as  it  does  for  increased  surface  water  drainage  within  the  Urban  District 
which  will  eliminate  the  flooding  that  occurs  in  Ribby  Road,  Bryning  Fern 
Lane,  Park  Road  and  Ash  Avenue  areas  and  the  necessity  for  storm  sewage 
overflows  which  eventually  discharge  to  the  Wrongway  Broolc/Carr  Brook  Water¬ 
course.  It  is  essential  that  this  "Internal  Separation  Scheme"  be  proceeded 
with  as  soon  as  possible  if  the  full  benifits  of  Phases  I  and  II  arc  to  be 
realised,  the  risk  of  flooding  is  to  be  removed  and  the  quality  of  the 
watercourses  through  the  District  improved. 
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Water  Supply  -  Water  is  supplied  "by  the  Fylde  Water  Board  and  is 
derived  from  upland  surface  sources  at  G-rizedalc  and  Higher  Hoddcr 
with  additional  supplies  from  deep  bores  at  Broughton,  'The  water 
supply  is  of  good  quality  and  is  adequate  in  quantity.  All  houses 
have  supplies  available  from  this  source  and  all  have  piped  supplies 
available  within  the  house,  none  being  supplied  by  stand  pipes. 
Fluoride  is  present  in  the  water  supply  to  the  extent  of  0.1  parts 
per  million. 


INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

C omplaint s  -  687  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  many  of 
those  being  regarding  repairs  and  defects,  1,312  visits  were  made  in  con¬ 
nection  with  this  work. 

Statutory  Nuisances  discovered  numbered  279  of  which  234  were 
abated  the  remaining  25  being  carried  forward  to  next  year, 

HOUSING-  IHEROVEHENTS 

During  the  year  under  review  9  applications  for  Standard  Grants 
were  received  and  9  approved  and  9  grants  totaling  £1 ,1 19*00  were  paid. 

12  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were  also  received  and  12  were 
approved.

No  caravan  sites  now  exist  in  the  town, 

DISINFESTATION 

The  Council  spray  free  of  charge  houses  where  infestations  are 
discovered.  Free  issues  of  D.D.T.  powder  are  available  at  the  Council 
Offices.  Infestations  by  Ants  are  common  especially  in  Council  Houses. 
These  properties  arc  treated  with  a  parrafin  base  insecticide  which 
has  proved  most  effective. 

DISINFECTION  AND  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

A  vacuum  steam  sterilizer  is  available  at  Devonshire  Road  Hospital, 
Blackpool  for  treatment  of  affected  bedding  and  clothing. 
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CLEM  AM  ACT 


Smoke  nuisances  from  industrial  chimneys  occur  from  time  to  time  in 
the  town  although  none  are  considered  serious  enough  to  warrant  legal 
action.  Very  few  complaints  are  received  by  the  Department  in  this  respect 
but  observations  are  taken  on  occasions  and  consultations  have  taken 
place  with  the  boilermen  and  management.  During  the  year  a  few  complaints 
were  received  regarding  the  burning  of  industrial  waste  in  the  open. 

All  these  complaints  were  remedied  on  inspection  of  the  premises. 

The  town  is  fortunate  in  being  surrounded  by  a  green  belt  and  being- 
somewhat  isolated  from  the  great  conurbations  of  Lancashire,  thus  more 
effective  dispersal  and  dilution  with  the  atmosphere  is  achieved; 
however,  "lung  level"  smoke  from  domestic  dwellings  still  occurs  in  the 
winter  months,  but  the  steady  move  towards  central  heating  and  smokeless 
fuels  appears  to  be  improving  the  pollution  in  this  field. 

FOOD  AMD  DRUGS 

The  majority  of  food  establishments  in  the  town  continue  to  maintain 
a  standard  consistent  with  the  implementation  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
by  this  Department. 

One  slaughterhouse  is  in  operation  in  the  town  and  is  visited 
each  morning  for  purposes  of  meat  inspection. 

Meat  Inspection:  All  meat  for  human  consumption  killed  in  the 
town  is  inspected  and  stamped  with  the  Council’s  mark  as  being  fit 
for  human  consumption,  A  charge  is  made  for  this  service. 

Other  Foods:  The  following  items  of  food  were  inspected,  found  unfit 
and  surrendered  by  shopkeepers  for  destruction.

Twelve  samples  of  swimming  bath  water  from  Kirkhan  Baths  and  six 
from  Pear  Tree  House  School  Swimming  Pool  were  obtained  and  sent  for 
examination.  All  these  samples  returned  satisfactory  results  with  the 
exception  of  two  samples. 


MEAT  PRODUCTS 


Four  premises  are  registered  with  the  Council  for  the  manufacture 
of  made-up  products.  Since  ice  cream  and  partly  cooked  meat  products 
are  particularly  viable  and  highly  susceptible  to  contamination  these 
premises  require  constant  supervision  and  inspection  in  order  to  maintain 
a  high  standard  of  hygiene.

HOUSE  AND  'TRADE  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND

All  waste  paper  is  sold  under  contract  to  Thanes  Board  Hills  Ltd., 
after  being  baled  at  the  Council  Depot. 


The  total  income  for  salvage  during  the  year  was  £496.4-1  a  decrease 
of  £358.1 3  on  the  1970  figures.. 


The  decrease  was  duo  to  the  fact  that  there  was  a  decrease  in  the 
demand  for  baled  salvage,  and  the  mills  for  three  months  would  not  accept 
any  salvage,  consequently  salvage  had  to  be  disposed  of  at  the  Preston 

C.B.C.  tip.

RODENT  CONTROL 

91  properties  including  business  premises  we re  treated  during  the 
year  for  infestations  of  Rats  and  Mice.  One  workman  is  employed  on 
a  part-time  basis  as  a  Rodent  Operative  and  has  attended  Ministry 
Courses  in  modern  methods  of  control. 

Test  baiting  of  sewers  was  also  carried  out  during  the  year  for 
any  evidence  of  rats.  No  evidence  was  found  of  any  rodent  infestation 
in  the  sewers  which  were  baited. 

The  brooks  require  frequent  inspection  and  control  but  no  large 
scale  infestation  has  been  found. 

PETROLEUM  ACTS 

Thirteen  premises  are  licensed  to  store  petroleum.  The  majority  of 
storage  is  in  undergound  tanks.  The  total  storage  capacity  is  43*100 
gallons*
